This is the time of: year when some 
women get intrigued with the idea of 
making chutnies. If they had. the 
idea of making these, or putting them 
up, just for flavoring uses, we could 
not complain, since we find winegar in- 
dispensable for that purpose, 

In an Anglo-Indian book of oriental 
recipes there are no recipes for chut- | 


nies, or “ chutnees”’ is the spelling in | 


it, that will keep, but only for “fresh | 


chiatnees,” which are explained as | enjoy this with the other ninety-nine, 


follows: “ By fresh chutnees is meant 
those which will not keep. These are 
served as an accompaniment to currie 
at’all Anglo-Indian tables—sometimes 
two, and sometimes even six different 
ones.” 

The one héaded “tomato” reads: 
“Cut two good sized tomatoes in half, 
squeeze out the seeds and water gently, 
mash them well. with a fork,. add a 
small onion chopped fine, two green 
chillies ditto,.-one bead of garlic ditto, 
and salt to taste; lastly add the juice 
of a lemon.” 

Most of ,the other recipes contain 
fresh. tropical products, but are not 
spiced to the extent some . persons 
imagine anything of the sort must be. 
A perusal of these recipes may bring 
the conclusion that the old New Eng- 
land recipes for. an wncooked chili 
sauce, an agreeable relish, is fresh 
and chutney like: Peel and chop 
twelve ripe cucumbers, six onions, six 
small.green sweet peppers, aad one- 
third eup of salt, one cup sugar, two 
cups pure cider vinegar.
